Bout the Days of the Meſſiah, the rd 


Se& of the Phariſces aſlum'd a higher Re- 
ligion than the reſt, and pretended to 
abhor the lniquities of their Foretathers, ſaying 
If we bad been alive in their Day, we would not ow 
” N een 
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been partakers in the Blood of the Prophets; but tho 
they affected it, yet they were like unto whited Se- 
pulchers which indeed appear beautiful outward, but are 
within full of Dead Mens Bones and of all uncleanneſs 
and were really in their Hearts as bitter, blood- 
thirſty Enemies to them as their Forefathers were, 
whoſe Rebellion they cheriſhed, and wou'd ſoon 
demonſtrate it by putting in Execution their mur- 
dcrous Deſigns. | 

To prove this Charge upon them, the Son of 
God was ſent unto them, Behold I ſend unto you 
Prophets and Wiſe Men and Scribes, and ſome of FA 
ye ſbail kill and crucify, and ſome of them ye ſhall 
ſcourge in your Synagogues, and perſecute them from 
City to City: But the aggravation was, to add 
unto all, the Murder of a Meſſiah : Even upon you 

come all the righteous Blood ſhed upon the Earth, 

1 the Blood of righteous Abel unto the Blood of 
Zecharias Sn of Barachias whom ye ſlew between the 
Temple and the Altar. And this ſhall be required 
as a National Puniſhment. Oh Jeruſalem, Jeruſa- 
lem thou that killeſt the Prophets and ſtoneſt them which 
are ſent unto thee. | 

But yet ſome Object againſt this Proceeding, as 
very hard, that ſince Abel was kill'd by his Bro- 
ther many thouſand years before, they ſhou'd 
be puniſh'd from the Creation to this time in, 
ſich a dreadful manner as thoſe Words ſeem 
to carry in them. But ſhall not the Judge of the whole 
Earth do right, for he will be juſtify d iu his ſayings 
and heard —— he judgeth, FP Jing

III. I ſnall demonſtrate that a National Sin may 
be the Cauſe of its Puniſhment, more eſpecially 
that which fell on this day, and preſs you to de- 
precate thoſe Judgments that may be ſtill due 
to it upon that account. | 


I. I ſhall ſhew in what Sence God may puniſh 
the Crimes of the Forefathers on their Poſterity ; 
And here we muſt Premiſe ſome things to be 
noted, both as to the Nature of the Puniſhment, 
and then as to the Conditions of it: And this 
will appear (1.) when any one hath expiated ſo as 
to take upon him the Crimes due unto him (2.) 
God may juſtly animadvert them on his own Peo- 
ple, that their Sins may not be a refuge to thoſe 
of others; for tho the Puniſhment ariſeth from 
the one, yet it may be inflited on thoſe more 
remote. And ſuppoſe Poſterity ſhowd be Guilty, 
the Puniſhment may be inflicted on others. And 
here this Cenſure is enacted the more rigorcus 
to deter Men from the Effects of it. 

There is a great difference between Injurys 
given, for as the Puniſhment may be extended be- 
yond the Guilt of the Offender, ſo it may be ju- 
ſtify'd, tho” there be no other Obligation for Pu- 
niſhment than what is drawn from the Offender. 

(3) It is frequent, that Children and Poſterity, 
are Heirs, as well as Partakers of theſe Things. 
Theſe are double Tranſgreſſors, and deſerve a 
double Puniſhment 3 and tfiis may relate to parti- 
cular Perſons, which, if fo, it makes a Change, tho? 
there 1s no Alteration in the Succeſs, for it is ſtil 
the ſame; Life and Death make no Diſtinction 
tho theſe outward Evils are to be viſited on 
30's 
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God's Judgments infiicted upon their Poſterity, 
and they are anſwerable for it. If therefore the 
Puniſhment be juſt, it is now much more ſo, and 
natural Death may be due to the Children, but yet 
the Deſtroyer of a Body Politick ; and by Virtue 
of this Communication of Alliance, they may' 
ſuffer. The Guilt may come from the ſupreme 


Tower to the Subjects, if they conſent to the 


Crimes. The People may be puniſh'd for their 
Secret and unknown Sins, and how often doth 
Scripture inform us, that God extends his Judg- 
ment upon the Children for the Guilt of the Pa- 
rent, which is as it were a mutual Reciprocation 
of both, ſo that the one ſhall be viſited in the 
Whole Society: For every Man is obnoxtous to the 
Guilt of another's Sin, if he conſents, abets, aſſiſts, 
adminiſters to its Reception, promotes it, com- 
mends it, or does not pretend to ſtop it when it 
was in his Power. But in Order to vindicate God's 
Juſtice in this whole Proceeding, as this Puniſh- 
ment does not conſiſt only in Temporal Puniſh- 
ments, ſh, whatcver inequality may appear in the 
Diſpenſations of Providence, which we cannot 
comprehend, we may reſt fatisfy'd in this, that 
where Rewards and Pnniſhments are due, they 
ſhall be adminiſter d: Fram whence theſe Propoſi- 
tions will ariſe, | | 

1. Where one is endued with Power and Au- 
thority, the Members of it may derive the Guilt, 
and receive the Paniſhment upon themſelves. 

2. Where there is one continued Society, or 
any Bodies of Societies, by the Bonds of Puniſh- 
ment, tho the Diſtance of Time be neyer fo 
remote in the former Age or Generation, it may 
be inflicted on their Poſterity; and thus the late 
Poſterity may fuſſer for thelniquitics of their Fore- 


fathers.

3. When ſome Secret „ are privily com- 
mitted, ſo that they cannot be brought to open 
— and Providence may ſeem to defcr his 

engeance for a Time, yet it may fall upon thoſe 
that may ſeem to Eſcape. Thus David's private 
Adultery was puniſh'd with an Inceſtuous Abſalom. 
4. God Almighty, by virtue of his Dominion 
over his Creatures, may take away the Life of one 
for another; for it is one 1 to puniſh, and 
another Thing to kill. "Thus may take away 
the moſt Innocent Children, for the Puniſhment 

But this Diſt inction of Terms does not alter the 
Nature of Things, however they may be term'd 
by the falſeneſs of Words. Vet to ſet this in a 
dearer Light, we muſt confider the Diſpenſations 
under 9 ee Teſtament; and this will 
appear, if we conſider, | 

1. The Puniſhment inflicted upon Poſterity, is 
well adapted to the Rules of * 

2. If a certain Portion of original Sin is de- 
ſcended down to Poſterity, and is there propa- 
gated, we may then conclude, that if any Thin 
Mould prevent them from Puniſhment, it ſhoul 
be the Righteouſneſs of ſuch. But ſtill here 


Gods Mercy and Goodneſs is no leſs conſpicu- 


ons, notwithſtanding that theſe ſhou'd be puniſh'd 
as well as if they were notorious perjur'd Perſons, 
guilty of Sacriledge, ſhedding of Innocent Blood, 
and the like. | go | 

Give me leave to aPP the whole to the So- 
lemnity of this Day, and ſo conclude. ' 


That there is ſach a Thing as a National Crime, 
F take for Granted, for which they are accoun- 
tahle to God either as Agents or Corporations, 
which is evident from the Words of my Text, 


and what follows. 
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Now tho' individual Perſons may be puniſh'd, 
yet Juſtice may be demanded of Nations and So- 
cieties, and from the Hands of thoſe. that were con- 
cerned in the bloody Action of that bloody Tra- 
gedy, of that Glorious Martyr King Charles the 
hae” who was next of all to the Son of God him- 

Nevertheleſs there are ſome who believe this 
was ſo far from being any Sin, that they think 
it was an act of Juſtice. But they are certainly 
1 of High Treaſon; and I think 'tis doing 

them too much. Juſtice and Honour, to ſay they 
deſerve any other Anſwer than the Correction of 
the Rod. Yet what Calumny has of late been caſt 
from the beſt of Kings to the beſt of Queens ! 
And how are their Aſhes trampled upon by 
Men who want nothing but an Opportunity of 
overturning us again in our Conſtitution ! And it 
is thoſe who call themſelves Moderate Church- 

men, that are the greateſt Enemies to the Church 
of God. 4 8 as 

The Diſſenters ſpeak with mpch more open 
Boldneſs and Indifferency for Fear of offending 


Wo; Fender Conſciences, which-it is their Duty 
. 


o lay open to Conviction. But how unbelieving 
are they to all this Day's Order! How many di- 
ſtracted Excuſes do they make, and how would 
they lay the Blame elſewhere than upon them-, 
ſclves ? But I pray thoſe ſeriouſly to conſider, if 
they were Accomplices, was notthe Tryal, Con- 
demnation and Beheading,. of that moſt Bleſſed 
Martyr a Solemn Act? Did not Struggles Inter- 
vene ? But they ſay it was done in a Parliamen- 
tary Way: However that be, tis certain that

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On the other Hand, the moderate Churchmen 
ſpeak out the ſence of their Mind, and freely tel! 
us, that they wow'd have this Day ſtruck out of 
the Calendar, and that it rips up a great many 
Defects which are not neceſſary to our Safety —- 
Mark thoſe at their Devotions who are reckon'd 
Enemies to our Church and Conſtitution. It we 
conſider the Circumſtance of this Sin, the exceed- 
ing aggravation of the Fact, as done to the Royal 
Dignity in the moſt provoking Manner, and then 
the Execution of it in ſo baſe a Way, we muſt con- 
clude that the Children unborn ſhall rue the Day. 
How much Reaſon have we then to Lament the 
Blood of a Saviour ſhed by his Subjects with ſuch 
Aggravations as call for Vengeance to future Ages! 
And what Repentance will attone for it ! Hath the 
Nation wrought it ſelf up to a thorough Senſe of 
it? Hath it expreſs'd a publick Abhorrence of the 
wicked Principles that caus'd it, and has it for- 
ſaken them? The poor Church of England, who 


hath laid down its Blood, hath bewaiPd theſe Mi- 


ſeries in Sackcloth and Aſhes. But then how do 
they not treat this good Martyr, and bring him 
to the Block again, and there put him to an open 
Shame, who maintain the ſame Doctrines of Re- 
ligion, and aſſert the Rebellion of a Creature to 
his Sovereign. But in this I pray for their Repen- 
tance ; with which I conclude. 

Remember not our Offences, nor the Offences of our 
Forefathers; neither take thou Vengeance on our Sins: 
Spare us good Lord; ſpare Thy People whom Thou 
baſt Redeemed with Thy moſt precious Blood, and be 


not angry with us for ever.

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REMARKS 


T wou'd be loſt Time and Labourto criticize 


upon every ſingle Paragraph of this Sermon, 
for the Doctor has ſo jumbled his Arguments to- 


gether, that to Remark upon every Paragraph 


wou'd only confound and puzzle the Reader 
as much as the Sermon it ſelf did thoſe who 
heard it. The Reader will find, by theſe Notes, 
that what was calld the Doctrinal Part of his 
Sermon, 1s only a Chain of trifling Arguments 
which he Repeats over and over again, to ſup- 
this one Aſſertion, viz. That Children and Po- 
erity are Heirs as well as Partakers of the Guilt 
of their Forefathers; and of the Puniſhment due to it. 

And after aggravating the Circumſtances of 
the Murder of the Royal Martyr, he concludes in 
the Homour of the Chivy-Chaſe Ballad, That 
the Children unborn ſhall rue the Day. 

As this then ſeems to be the chief Scope of the 
Doctor's Sermon, I ſhall offer what follows by way 
of Anſwer to it. 

I have now before me a Sermon on the ſame An- 

rwerſary, preach'd to the Houſe of Commons by 
Dr. Weſt, who had the Thanks of the Houſe for 
the ſame, tho* a Stratagem was laid to prevent 
It. 

Moſt of you, no doubt, remember his Text was 
taken out of Jer. 21. 29. In thoſe Days they ſhall 
ſay n» more; the Fathers haue eaten 4 ſowre Grape, 
and the Childrens Teeth are ſet on Edge. | 

For the ſake of thoſe who have not the Ser- 
mon at Hand, I ſhall make uſe of the following 
Quotation from it, than which there cannot be 
a more pertinent Anſwer to what the W 
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of St. Andrew's has ad vancd upon this Subject. 
God lets the Jews know, by his Prephet, that He 
will require no Sins at their Hands, but their 
own, and that they ſhall have for the future 
no — or Judgments of His ſending, to 
complain of, but what their own Crimes ſhould 
bring upon them; and if they neither approv'd 
© nor imitated the Sins of their Fathers, they 
© ſhou'd never bear their Iniquities. Providence

© may indeed permit Puuiſhments as the natural 


* Conſequences of the Sins of a preceding, Ge- 
© neration, but it never inflicts them without 
© the Provocations of the preſent. 

But the Doctor of St. Andrews tells us in the 
beginning of his Sermon, © that the Phariſees 
© pretended. to abhor the Iniquities of their Fore- 
© fathers, &c. but were really as bitter blood- 
© thirſty Enemys to the Prophets as they. The 
Reader may eaſily perceive who the Doctor means 
by the Phariſees, and that he aims at Parallels 
which have not the leaſt agreement, and will ne- 
ver meet in the Center. | 

Dr. Weſt has this very pertinent Reflection up- 
on thoſe who are ſo incautious on whom they 
charge the Guilt of Innocent Blood. What a 
© Judgment (ſays he) is it upon us to be up- 
* braiding one another with thoſe Cumbuſtions 
* and that Murder which thoſe that are dead 
© long ago, were only concern'd in! eſpecially 
to proceed to ſuch a Degree of paſſionate In- 
© dignation, as to throw the Guilt upon thoſe 
* whoſe Fathers were in the Royal Intereſt, and 


* whoſe Familys have been great Sufferers by it, 


» 


© only upon their profeſſing themſelves of Prin- 
© ciples which are abſolutely neceſſary to fup- 
* port our ancient Conſtitution, the preſent Eſta 

© liſhment, and the Succeſſion in the Proteſtant 


© Line 
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© Line. They to be ſire whoſe: Fathers were 
© Actors in the Fury, have no reaſon to upbraid 
© others, tho themſelves ſhowd have exchang'd 
© the Principles of their Fathers even for un- 
© limited paſſive Obedience, and arbitrary Power. 
© Nor can any with Juſtice or Decency, be tax'd 
© with their Fathers Crimes, who have always 
declared their abhorrence of the barbarous Fact, 
© and have in all Inſtances ſhewn themſelyes true 
© and faithful Subjects. But this (adds Dr. Weſt) 
cis the artifice of thoſe whoſe deſign it is to 
© throw ns again into Convulſions, and daſh us 
© to pieces one againſt another. 
This tis hop'd may ſuffice to correc the Doctor, 
and too many of his Brethren who do not 
ſcruple to aſſert that the RoyalMartyrdom calls for 
Vengeance to future Ages, and that no Repentance 
will attone for it. That there are too many of 
the High- flying Clergy who do fo, is a Truth too 
notorious to be deny'd, nay ſome have compar'd 
the Sufferings of King Charles with thoſe of the 
King of Kings the Lord of Glory. Thus our 
Doctor, I mean the Parſon of St. Andrews, calls 
the Royal Martyrdom the greateſt Sin that ever 
was, and the Perſon who ſuffer d, next to the 
Son of God, and no leſs than a Saviour. I hope 
none will be ſo uncharitable as to think that I 
ſay this in the leaſt to juſtify the Murder, or 
the Actors or Abettors of it, but if I may 
ſpeak my own Sentiments freely, I think that thoſe 
of the Clergy, or others, who take the Liberty. 
to compare the Snfferings of King Charles with 
thoſe of our Saviour, are guilty of the groſſeſt 
Blaſphemy, as well as of Idolatry, by making H- 
rael to Sin, as Jeroboam did with his Calves. - 
To ſhew that 1 am not ſingle in my Opinion, 1 


con'd quote the Writings of many of the moſt

pions and learned of che Clergy; but Iſhall content 
my ſelf with referring my Reader again to the Re- 
verend Dr. Weſt, as follows. 
© The Crucifixion of the Lord of Life and 
Glory ought eyer to be plac'd above any Pa- 
rallel. The Sufferings of a Mortal Man, how 
innocent ſoever, and however highly rais'd in 
any carthly Dignity we may ſuppoſe him, can- 
not, without Blaſphemy, be brought to a Com- 
pariſon with the infinite Load of Griefs and 
.Sufferings that was laid upon the Eternal Son of 
* God. And 1 hope we may be allow'd to abomi- | 
© minate the vile Practices of wicked Men againſt 1

I cou'd, if it were need ful, produce the Cen- 
ſure paſs'd by many other Eminent Divines, upon 
this wicked | Compariſon made by ſome of our 
Highflying Clergy between the Sufferings of the 
Son of God, and thoſe of King Charles; but 1 
ſhall now put ſich Clergy in Mind, how juſtly 
this grois Blaſphemy was condemn'd in the Be- 
ginning of the laſt Reign, both by the Clergy 
and Laity, in the Houſe of Lords, who, no doubr, 
ſtill retain the ſame Abhorrence of ſuch looſe Prea- 
| chers, as make ſo light of the ſufferings of our 
Redeemer, and want not a Power to reſtrain them. 
No longer ago than in May 1702, the Houſe of 
Iords took into Conſideration a Sermon preach'd

la the mean time, I would have the Doctor, 
and all ſuch Clergymen, to conſider, whether it 
would not be more for the Honour and Reputa- 
tion of King Charles |. to forbear making ſuch 
ua Elogiums upon him. Every body ſits patient 
when they ſay, that he was a pious and virtuous
